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Fire Takes 
Heavy Toll 
Near Village 


State 
Highway 
Maintenance Dept. 


Swept By Flames 


Damage am ounting to several 
thousand dollars was done early 
Monday m orning when fire of un­ 
determ ined origin sw ept the gar­ 
age, shop and storeroom at the 
State Highway departm ent m ain­ 
tenance depot on N orth Palm 
Canyon drive, a few m iles from 
the city limits. 
Two state trucks, four private 
autom obiles, 
r o a d 
equipm ent, 
tools and personal property of 
Harold Lienau, district superin­ 
tendent, Mrs. Lienau and employ­ 
ees of the departm ent, w ere de­ 
stroyed. 
RESPONSE IS SPEEDY 
The Palm Springs fire depart­ 
m ent responded to the call and 
due to its prom pt arrival, the 
dam age was held down. Fireman 
W arren H eath concentrated his 
fight to prevent ignition of seve­ 
ral barrels and two tanks, one of 
them of 5000 gallon capacity, of 
road oil. Had these been ignited, 
the loss would have been much 
greater. 
The 
trucks 
and 
equipm ent 
w ere the property of the state. 
One of the autom obiles belonged 
to the Lienaus, another to their 
son, H erbert, now in the army 
air forces, one to Lee W alker and 
the fourth to Dave Henderson. 
The latter tw o are employees of 
the departm ent. 
The local departm ent received 
the call at 4:31 a. m. and was at 
the scene in a few moments. The 
garage and shop w ere already a 
m ass of flame and the loading 
platform s, on which w ere the oil 
barrels, also ablaze. The fire here, 
how ever, w as controlled before 
the platform s collapsed throwing 
the oil into the flames.

For instance, he said catsup, 
which takes a handful of blue 
stamps 
here, 
is displayed on 
shelves in Mexico City groceries, 
at a comparable price charged 
here—with no stamps. 
The only rationed article in 
Mexico while he was there was 
gasoline and there was a reason 
for that. Early in September tor- 
rentials rains washed out rail­ 
roads and pipelines. Along came 
September 16, a Mexican holiday, 
and everyone filled up with gas 
for an outing. Result was that on 
Sept. 17 there was little gasoline 
left. So, until railroads and pipe­ 
lines were restored, gasoline was 
rationed. 
When 
transportation 
was restored, the old “fill ’er up” 
or its Spanish equivalent, was 
again the pass word. 
After looking at the b a r e 
shelves in America, it certainly 
was a sight, he said, to see Mexi­ 
can stores full of famous Ameri­ 
can brands of merchandise—from 
fountain pens and alarm clocks 
to refrigerators; grocery stores 
with plenty of American process­ 
ed foods, ham, bacon, tomato 
juice, 
countless 
other articles. 
American 
b r a n d s 
of 
liquor 
stocked the shelves, a little high­ 
er in price than here but plenti­ 
ful. 


PLIABLE CEILING 


Rent ceilings prevailed in a 
fashion but for the benefit of the 
landlord. Under the law, rents 
could not be raised while a ten­ 
ant was in occupancy — but let 
him move, and the next tenant 
would find the ceiling boosted. 
“It may be a Good Neighbor 
policy but it seems io me as if 
they could spare some of our own 
manufactured articles, hard to 
get here and rationed, for the 
home folks,” said Mr. Chamber­ 
lin.

The 
Russian people w ant peace and

peaceful 
harm ony. 
Stalin 
know s this, and he w ants w ar 
w ith no one. 
"Russit is not a paradise. She 
has made m istakes, some of them 
grievous. She distrusts England 
and America, even as England 
and America distrust her. Russia 
has lost 3,000,000 of h er people in 
this war. She has fought valiantly 
and doubtless has saved m any 
A m erican lives. To some, her op­ 
erations in Poland, Finland and 
other Balkan States appear to be 
indefensible,

condem nation of R ussia is based

"Stalin is hard, practical and 
shrewd.
